5, The island is believed to be garriconed by about 400 Albanian soldiers 
under a Soviet major, who is assisted by three or four subordinate Russian 
officers. On the morming of 6 Decemser about 100 soldiers were observed 
marching in formation from the western eside of the island near point 208 
ard entering the barracks situated on the eastern slope of this point.
